NLRB Derides 
To Take More 
Labor Cases 


Cuts Gross R*v«nu« 
lMM|uiranMnls for 
Variety of FieWs 


— The national 


labor relations board cut 
down the "no man's land" in 
labor relations by asserting 
jurisdiction over many small- 
er concerns previously denied 
use of board machinery. 


Thousands of business con- 


cerns and workers whose la- 
bor disputes were regarded 
as too minor to warrant board 
attention are now eligible to 
use the NLRB and the provi- 
sions of the Taft-Hartley law. 


The 
NLRB 
proposed a 


change in its standards last 
July, and invited comment on 
the proposals before a final 
decision. 
The 
only major 


change from the July recom- 
mendations was in the stand- 
ards to be used for newspa- 
pers and communications sys- 
tems. 


More Newspapers 


Formerly, a newspaper was 


required to have a gross vol- 
ume of $500,000 a year before 
the board would consider its 
labor disputes. Television, tel- 
egraph and telephone con- 
cerns had to meet a $200,000 
gross volume requirement. In 
July, the board proposed to 
accept newspapers with $250,- 
000 gross, and suggested the 
same figure for the other 
three. 


This would^Tiave permitted 


more newspapers to use the 
board's facilities, but would 
have reduced the number of 
television, telegraph and tele- 
phone companies that could 
qualify. As finally determin- 
ed, the new standards permit 
newspapers to qualify with 
5200,000 gross 
volume, the 


others with $100,000. 


The Taft-Hartley law. pass- 


ed in 1947, gave the NLRB 
jurisdiction in labor matters 
that involved companies in in- 
terstate 
commerce, 
except 


railroads an3 airlines which 
come under the^railway Ja- 
bor act. 


Court Suggestion 


But the board 
decided to 


limit itself to cases with a 
pronounced effect 
on com- 


merce. To determine whether 
a labor case should be accept- 
ed. the board set up stand- 
ards a concern would have to 
meet before the NLRB would 
accept its case. This meant 
that firms 
doing less busi- 


ness than the board specified 
cculd not get their disputes 
considered by the board. It al- 
so meant that employes of 
these smaller companies lost 
their means of enforcing their 
rights under the Taft-Hartley 
law". 


But the supreme court rul- 


ed that rejection of a case by 
the NLRB did not necessarily 
mean that the state involved 
could 
assume 
jurisdiction 


over the case. This created 
what the court called a "vast 
no man's land, subject to reg- 
ulation 
by 
no agency 
or 
court." The court suggested 
the situation could be reme- 
died by congress or by the 
NLRB itself— simply by ex- 
tending 
its jurisdiction. In 


"July, congress added $1,500,- 
000 to the NLRB budget to per- 
mit the board to broaden its 
jurisdiction. The board re- 
sponded by reducing 
the 


amount of business volume a 
concern must have to qualify 
for board review.

"The more we explore into outer space, 


the nearer we come to the great idea of 
one family under the same Heavenly 
Father. God has no intention of setting a 
limit to the efforts of man to,conquer 
space." 


Those were the words of Pope Pius Xn, 


who sometimes has been called "the mod- 
ern pope." He was the first pontiff to use 
an electric razor, to write his speeches and 
documents on a typewriter, to fly in a 
plane while still papal secretary of state, 
to help install the Vatican radio station, 
the first to see a television demonstration 
and to use the telephone personally. 


Totalitarianism lowers man to the 


state of a mere pawn in the game of poli- 
tics, a cipher in economic calculations. 
With a stroke of the pen it changes the 
frontiers 
of states. With ill-concealed 


cruelty it drives hundreds of thousands of 
families in most squalid misery from their 
homes, tears them out by the roots and 
wrenches them from a civilization they 
have striven for years to develop." 


Thus spoke ~the pope of peace," whose 


greatest grief in mundane affairs was to 
see the world go to war almost at the be- 
ginning of his 19-year reign. He cried in 
vain, during his lifetime at least, that "a 
bridge of peace may yet be built between 
the opposing shores" of east and west. 


He saw the end of the voluntary captiv- 


ity of the Vatican, through agreement with 
Italy in 1929. and threw its doors *ride 
open to all who would come. They came by 
millions to audiences marked by unaffected 
simplicity. They were surprised by his 
questions about their homelands, in their 
own tongue, for he could speak well in sev- 
en languages and make himself under- 
stood in nine or ten others." 


See him as the 42-year-old nuncio of 


Pope Benedict XV, elevated to titular arch- 
bishop of Sardi, trying vainly in 1917 to 
get the kaiser to call off the war. He failed 
but Wilhelm in his memoirs hailed him as 
''the perfect pattern of an eminent prelate 
of the Catholic Church." 


See him, too, after the kaiser has fled 


and the red regime had taken over, as from 
the pulpit in Munich Cathedral he decries 
the communistic doctrines; and afterward, 
in robes of office, he smiles at pistols 
pressed against him by an armed band. 
''It's never wise to kill a diplomat," he re- 
marks and overawes the marauders. 


Or look at him later, when formality 


requires him as pope to eat his simple, fru- 
gal meals alone. He is yet not lonely. A 
little finch he had rescued injured from his 
garden hops about the table. It sings, cling* 
ing to his wrist, while the pope shaves him- 
self with his electric razor.

Heil in office by giving him 41 per 
cent However, McGovern, the Democrat, 
and Loomis, the Progressive, divided the 
remaining 59 per cent, Loomis getting 40 
per cent of it. 


Those examples of Wisconsin voting 


give a good idea of what has happened in 
other times. In the off years only a little 
more than half of the eligible voters 'come 
out while in presidential years the total 
may run from 63 to 73 per cent In the 
other "off years since 1938 the record 
shows 42 per cent of the voters cast bal- 
lots in 1942, 57 per cent in 1946, 54 per cent

in 1950, and 51 per cent in 1954. In the 
presidential years since 1938, the record is 
72 per cent in 1940, 71 per cent in 1944, 63 
per cent in 1948, 73 per cent in 1952, and 
67 per cent in 1956. 


This is not a very good record and 


yet there must be good reasons for it which 
should be considered before any attempt is 
made to change it The difference between 
those who vote for governor in-the off 
years and those who vote for president is 
about 20 per cent 


It is quite probable that this 20 per cent 


is made up of people who are pretty well 
prepared to vote. They feeL however] that 
they know about what wfll happen in the 
gubernatorial elections and are content to 
let it happen. On the other hand, they are 
not too sure about the outcome of the 
presidential contests and therefore turn 
out to ensure the election of their choice. 
The 73 per cent vote of 1952 is an all-time 
high and represents the interest the peo- 
ple had in ensuring the election of Eisen- 
hower. The 67 per cent vote in-1956 sug- 
gests that many people felt certain of his 
reelection and did not go to the»polls. 


However, the 27 per cent of the people 


21 years of age or older who never vote 
pose a different problem. No doubt a good 
many of them feel they are not prepared to 
vote and they are. in many instances, right. 
It takes some effort to get ready for an in- 
telligent vote. Those who hope for a 100 
per cent vote should do something more 
than urge people to vote. What is needed 
is preparation for voting. We are- making 
gains in this direction every day, but there 
still is a long 'way to go. 


America's weathermen, a valiant breed 


on whom are showered the ravings and 
guffaws of an easily irritated public, may- 
be in danger of extinction. 


The sword which could cut the stout if 


fickle heart from this much maligned pro- 
fession is a coldly mechanical thing which 
will funnel weather information at the rate 
of 1.000 words a minute to electronic com- 
puters which, in turn, will prepare fore- 
casts and draw weather maps. 


The machine, we are told, will be be- 


yond error. 


While we have no desire to be classified 


as against progress, we look on develop- 
ment of such a machine as one of life's 
little tragedies which we must learn to ac- 
cept 


Consider for a moment the conse- 


quences of a weather-forecasting contrap- 


tion which knows no margin for error. 
Americans, traditionally, have used weath- 
ermen as a sort of foil. We have ranted and 
raved at forecasts gone awry. We have pre- 
pared for rain but received a sunburn. We 
have been literally snowed under without 
warning. 


And. through it all. we have complained 


— let off steam, as it were — and felt the 
better for it. Forecasts have, in a manner 
of speaking, been a sort of safety valve for 
a nation which sometimes takes itself alto- 
gether too seriously. 


But. 
with mechanical forecasters, all 


this will end. When they call rain it will 
rain. When they say snow it will snow. Xo 
more wondering. Xo more waiting. 


If it all comes to pass we'll have to re- 


vise the old saw which says. "There is 
nothing as certain as death and taxes." 
We'll have to include the weather, too.

Of Multi-Colored Leaves

The old tales die hard. 


Year after year one hears 
that it's the frost that colors 
the woodlands, though su- 
mac, chokecherry and an oc- 
casional maple begin to turn 
before the temperature on 
the chilliest nights g e t s 
much below 50. 


Actually, an early frost 


lessens the color rather than 
heightens it. If frost strikes 
before the coloring process 
is well started the leaves 
turn sere rather than gold 
and orange and crimson. It's 
the length of daylight that 
sets off the whole colorful 
change, not the tempera- 
ture. 


All through the summer 


months the leaves have been 
full of chlorophyll, t h a t 
green pigment which, power- 
ed by sunlight, changes air 
and moisture into starches 
and sugars. By September 
those leaves have accom- 
plished their season's work. 


Diminishing daylight some- 
how notifies the trees \\hai 
time it is. and they begin 
preparing for winter. The es- 
sential elements begin to 
withdraw from the 
leave*- 


into trunk and branch and 
root. The leaves are expend- 
able 
Gradually they are 


sealed off at the stems. 


The chlorophyll, no longer 


renewed by the tree's circu- 
lation, wastes away. As the 
chlorophyll diminishes, two 
yellow pigments, carotene 
and xanthophvll. are reveal- 
ed. 


Other pigments called an- 


throcyanins a r e produced 
from excess sugar remain- 
ing in the leaves. The caro- 
tene and xanthophyll pre- 
dominate in birch leaves and 
produce the vivid gold. The 
anthrocyanins predominate 
in many maples, in dog- 
woods, in cherries, in most 
oaks; they produce the reds 
and purples.

State laws, in fact, accept 


the fact that property is as- 
sessed at various fractions of 
true value when they pro- 
vide for equalization be- 
tween various local govern- 
ments, and between the 
counties of the state. 


The reason that assess- 


ments are made at a frac- 
tion of real value is the in- 
nocent belief of property 
owners that a -full-value as- 
sessment would mean that 
they would pay more taxes. 
That would be true, of 
••ourse, if they were assessed 
at 100 per cent of value while 
their neighbors were assess- 
ed at 50 per cent — a dis- 
crimination which is forbid- 
den and has been the subject 
of several high court deci- 
sions. 


Dollar taxes are determin- 


ed on two elements, the total 
tax budget and the share of 
each taxpayer's assessment 
to the valuation in his dis- 
trict. Assuming equality of 
assessments, which is al- 
ways- the goal, the tax bill 
would be the same on a S10.- 
000 assessment at full value 


as it would be on a $5.000 as- 
sessment at 50 per cent of 
full value. In either case, the 
property owner would pay 
his proper fractional share 
of the dollar tax budget. 
, While this principle is al- 


most universally understood, 
the prejudice 
against it 


seems as strong as^ever. Yet 
the bookkeepink simplifica- 
tions which would result.and 
the substantial gain in equal- 
ity are apparent.

"Dear Dr. Molner, my den- 


tist tells me I have pyorrhea 
but by having my teeth clean- 
ed every six

would last a 
long time. Is 
pyorrhea con- 
tagious? And 
will it harm 
my system if 
I don't have 
my teeth pull- 
ed soon? At 
t i m e s I feel Dr. Molner 
•very bad, really no pain, just 
sick. I have started to get 
some arthritis, especially in 
my shoulder. I also am both- 
ered with hemorrhoids, both 
internal and external. In fact, 
the doctor tells me they are 
ulcerated. Should I have them 
taken care of? My doctor 
wanted to fix them but I want 
your opinion.—Mrs. J-A-" 


Here's my answer. Pyorrhea 


is a disease of the gums — 
pockets of infection. The teeth 
themselves are harmed as a 
secondary matter.
